*500 Medallion Found 
On 10th Day of Hunt 


Gerald Casey, of Grayling, found the $500 
Medallion Monday morning on a tree ap- 
proximately 84 feet behind the large 
‘welcome sign to Camp Grayling. 

Casey and his son, Caleb, 10, were parked 
at the Camp Grayling chapel at 7 a.m. wait- 
ing for Monday’s clue to be broadcast. After 
the clue, he drove around Camp looking for 
four lights. It was still dark and he found 
four bright lights near the Camp entrance. 

On Sunday, Casey and his wife, Ginger, 
had checked 84 feet from the Guard shack 
and other objects around the entrance. The 
only large object they had not checked Sun- 
day was the large welcome sign. 

Monday morning, that was the first place 
Casey decided to check. The Caseys had 
earlier measured a rope for 84 feet so 
Gerald pulled out the rope from the third leg 
of the large sign and headed due south. He 
didn’t find anything. He started to check 
another direction and as he was pulling the 
rope to get around _a tree and he locked up 
and found the medallion wired to a tree 
about five feet off the ground. 

‘“‘We knew the object mentioned in the 2nd 
clue had to be a huge tree, a sign, or some 
large object people could find,” Gerald 
Casey said. 

Casey said there may have been 20 other 
persons searching Camp Grayling that 
morning. He said last year’s medallion win- 
ners, Monica and Don Ashton, were search- 
ing an area only about 50 feet away when he 
found the medallion. 

The Caseys figured out every daily clue 
to lead them to the jackpot. Clue #1 told 
everyone to multiply numbers by two and

that was important to find the big medallion 
and some small ones. 

Clue #2 was very important telling every- 
one it was 84 feet behind an object. The 
assumption by the Caseys that this object 


would be a large, recognizable object helped | 


them get to the medallion first. Clues #3-7 
mention a bridge across the AuSable, 72, 
Hanson’s game preserve, a red light at night 
(one can be seen from the M-93 hills), and 
93, Put together, the clues point the hunter 
toward Camp Grayling. Clues #8 and #9 
draw the hunter a little closer to the en- 
trance of Camp Grayling by mentioning the 
MP checkpoint sign and the 25 mile per hour 
sign you see as you approach the main en- 
trance. 

The 10th clue mentioned the four lights 
around the guard shack and big welcome 
sign. The 11th clue said to turn left at the 
32nd Red Arrow Division sign in front of the 


guard shack. That would have pointed right | 


toward the medallion. The 12th clue men- 
tioned the big welcome sign at the entrance. 


In addition, the first letters of the 12 daily 


clues spelled out. “HAVE A NICE DAY.” 
Some people thought this was a joke 
because last year a clue was also spelied out 
with the first letters. But near the guard 
shack there is a sign that says ‘‘Have a Nice 
Day. ” 

Another pattern to re-inforce the daily 
clues was that the last letters and numbers 
(you had to multiply by two) spelled out 
R4W T26N Sec. 22. Range 4 West, Township 
26 North, Section 22 is where the medallion 
was hidden, ns

$60,362 Jail Project 
Approved by County 


A $60,362 jail renovation project was ap- 
proved last Thursday by Crawford County 
Commissioners at their regular board meet- 
ing. 

A bid from Clemenes Construction, of 
West Branch, was accepted for the project 
and Donald Morgridge, of Gaylord, was 
hired as the architect in charge of the 
renovation. 

The project will add a 20-foot by 20-foot in- 
door exercise or multi-purpose room, im- 
prove the detoxication holding cell, and 

_ remodel the visiting area to make a secure 
visitation area. . 

Because of demands by the state depart- 
ment of corrections for Crawford to make 
these improvements, Commissioner Larry 
Mattis said Thursday, ‘‘We’re at a point 
where we can’t afford not to go ahead with 
this project.” 

The commissioners voted 6-0 to approve 
.the $60,362 contract forthe project. Andie 
Neilson was absent from the meeting 
because of iliness. 

In other action, by a 5-1 vote the board 
supported a proposed change of Camp 
Shawono to a medium security training cen- 


ter and regional detention center. 


Commissioner Jeannette Kitchen said 


Senator Connie Binsfeld requested the 
board show their position on the proposal 
because her senate committee would be 
reviewing the camp Shawono proposal 
soon, 

Commissioner Bud Joyce voted to support 
the proposed change and said it would in- 
crease the number of jobs at Camp Shawono 
from about 30 to 50. And he added the jobs 
were well-paying state jobs, not minimum- 
wage jobs. 

Joyce said the negative thing about the 
proposal was that the camp would be hold- 
ing more serious types of juveniles. He 
pointed out, however, that security would be 
increased. 

Kitchen said most of the community sup- 
ported the change. She also said the pro- 
posed change could help our own juvenile 
problems in the county. 

Joyce said Camp Nokomis crews would be 
available to perform work currently done by . 
Camp Shawono. 

Larry Mattis was the only commissioner 
to vote against supporting the proposed 
change. He said he realized it would bring in 
more jobs but he had a bad feeling about 
bringing more serious offenders into our 
area without being better prepared for it. ©

For the past seventy three years, Craw- 
ford, Kalkaska, and Otsego Counties have 
received ten cents an acre for certain desig- 
nated military lands because of Public Act 
172 of 1913. Crawford has 29,400 acres of 
such land, Kalkaska has 14,300 acres and 
Otsego has 1,250 acres. 

Recently, however, while reviewing this 


Act, Commissioner Garland (Bud) Joyce 
read the last page more closely and learned 
that the Act actually reads ‘‘shali pay the 
equivalent of ten cents an acre”. Joyce 
reasoned that ten cents in 1913 is certainly 
not economically ten cents in 1985.

For example, 
they can take a united stand 
against capital punishment 
to defend the life of guilty 
criminals, but they can’t 
take a united stand against 
abortion to defend the life of 
America’s most innocent, 
helpless, and harmless 
human beings. They can 
take an international stand 
against racial discrimina- 
tion, but they refuse to take 
the same stand against 
atheistic communism which 
discriminates against all of 
our most basic human 
rights.

arthritic 
Conditions 


Arthritis and rheumatism 
describe many different 
diseases, but they both share 
the same features - pain, 
swelling, and difficulty in the 
normal movement of one or 
more joints. Some types of 
arthritis affect only one 
joint, whereas others affect 
many. 

Some are more common in 
older people and others are 
rare in people of all ages. 

Many older people assume 
that their aches and pains 
are the result of arthritis, 
and that arthritis is a natural 
consequence of aging. Both 


of these assumptions are far | 


from the truth. 

The most common type of 
arthritis in the older in- 
dividual is osteoarthritis, 
which usually affects one 
joint at a time; although 
many joints can gradually 
become involved. Osteo- 
arthritis is caused by a 
gradual but progressive 
wearing down of the joint 
bones. 

The cause of the destruc- 
tion is not completely known. 
In some people it appears to 
be the result of a previous in- 
jury or trauma; in others it 


appears for no apparent 


reason. The end result, how- 
ever, is that the joint sur- 
faces become painful when 
moved. 

The best treatment de- 
pends on the variety of arth- 
ritis and other medical prob- 
lems that exist at the same 
time. No single treatment 
exists for all types. 

Some non-drug treatments 
that are useful in the 
management of arthritic 
conditions are: physical 
therapy, including local 
heat, massage, whirlpool 
treatments, shortwave 
radiation, splinting, 
mechanical aids, and the 
retraining of walking habits. 

If your doctor suggests 
physical activity, you may 
find swimming very benefi- 
cial. Many of our Grayling 
seniors are swimming at 
Grayling Holiday Inn every 
Wednesday at 1:00.

Income Tax Rollback Compromise 


A Senate Republican tax cut plan with 
lower costs this year but higher costs in 
future years by now tying property tax 
relief to an income tax rollback, was greet- 
ed skeptically Thursday by the Blanchard 
administration and House Democrats. 

Democrats, who said the plan would 
produce deficits, said the House would 

{ @ take action on an existing proposal if 
agreement with Senate Republicans is not 
reached in 10 days. 

- Senate Majority Leader John Engler (R- 
Mt. Pleasant) offered the plan as a com- 
promise to settle the rollback issue follow- 
ing the establishment. this month by 
Governor Blanchard of an escrow account 

“ to insure a rollback on March 31, the date 
in the House proposal. 

“We are interested in getting the tax 

& rollback debate behind us, but we can’t in 
good conscience give in on the rollback 
date without offering the taxpayers some. 
form of additional relief,” Engler said. 

The plan announced by Mr, Engler and 
Senate Finance Chairman Norman 
Shinkle (R-Lambertville) provides a roll- 
back of the tax to 4.6 percent on February 
14 and increase property tax credits for 
senior citizens, the working poor and small 
businesses. 

@ Compared to the March 31 rollback, the 
proposal would cost an additional $76 
million — $53 million for the earlier in- 
come tax rollback, $13 million for senior 
citizen property tax relief and $10 million 
for relief for the working poor. 

The January 1 date Senate Republicans 
had been pushing would have cost $110 
millionmore. | 

Engler said even projections for the 
1985-86 fiscal year by the Dept. of Manage- © 

@ ment and Budget, which has been more 
conservative than Senate estimates, will 
show the state can afford to give the addi- 
tional relief. 

He said Senate figures show a 1985-86 
surplus of $110 million even with the addi- 
tional tax cuts. 

“Before the Governor cries ‘voodoo 
pookkeeping,’ he should analyze this 
proposal very carefully. It is a fair com- 
promise. It is affordable,” Shinkle said. 

@ Treasurer Robert Bowman said the pro- 

posal is “financed out of thin air. We again 
cane Senator Engler to the crusade of 
Democrats to cut property taxes. We wish 
he would also join the crusade for balanced 
budgets.” 

Adding property tax relief requires 
closing other tax loopholes, as the Gover- 
nor proposed in his tax reform plan last 
year, he said.

Bowman suggested the Governor’s pro- 
posal to require banks to repay $53 million 
in taxes on interest paid on federal 
securities (the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
the tax was illegal) would permit ad- 
vancing the date to February 14. 

Senate Republican tax analyst Gary 
Wolfram said the plan would produce a 
small deficit, “but the gap is not large.” 
He said $30-$40 million can be expected 
this year in unspent appropriations to help 
produce an overall surplus and the deficit 
in 1986-87 should be no more than $83 
million. 

The current year surplus would be at 
least $100 million he said, which would pay 
for over half of the net 1986-87 costs of the 
tax plan: $133 million for the senior citizen 
tax relief, $10 million for property tax 
credits for the working poor, and $40 
million for smail business property tax 
credits. 

Speaker Gary Owen (D-Ypsilanti) said 
the House would not accept any tax cut 
plan unless revenues were produced to pay 
for it, and said action would be taken in the 
first week of February on the House plan if 
an agreement is not reached with the 
Senate. 

The Senate proposal was blasted by 
Owen as “‘posturing, gimmickry, and face- 
saving. They’re spending more money 
than they have.” 

Minority Leader Michael Busch (R-Sag- 
inaw) was cautious in his assessment of 
the proposal, saying he had to study the 
details. But it was necessary now, he said, 
for the two houses to sit down and work out 
some agreement. If no agreement can be 
reached, he said, the House will send over 
its plan. 

The plan would eliminate school 
operating property taxes for all senior 
citizens, and add 46,000 more senior 
citizens to the 90,000 now receiving 
property tax credits by raising by $2,000 
the income brackets of those eligible for 
additional credits when taxes exceed at 
least 3 percent of their income. 

Poor persons with earned incomes under 
$8,000 would be eligible for the same en- 
hanced property tax credit. 


Property tax credits through the single 


business tax would be provided to entities 
already classified as small and low profit.

Resource 
Review

Although it is hard to 
believe, considering the 
recent cold weather, longer 
days and the calendar 
réiliind us that spring break- 
up is right around the cor- 
ner, 

A perennial problem this 
time of year is dogs chasing 
and killing deer. A couple of 
warm days to put a crust on 
the snow and unthinking or 
uncaring dog owners set the 
Stage for annual slaughter. 
Slaughter may seem a harsh 
word, but in many cases it is 
correct. I have seen places 
where a dozen deer had been 
killed over a couple of days 
by two or three dogs. I have 
seen pictures of a deer which 
had been literally stripped of 
its hide. The deer was still 
alive and had to be killed by 
the investigating officer 
when he arrived at the 
scene. For the most part, 
deer are simply killed or 
maimed, and the dogs set off 
after another. 

The sad part of this is that 
by and large the dogs in- 
volved are family pets. In 
many cases, house dogs. It is 
not unusual that the pet 
which is sitting on the step 
when the owner goes to work 
and returns from work has 
spent the time between 
chasing deer. 

The dog owner is responsi- 
ble for the activities of his 
dog and is required by the 
dog law (Act 339, P.A. 1919) 
to keep his dog under con- 
trol. The owner may also be 
liable to the state for any 
wildlife killed by the dog. 
‘“‘Owner’’ means: ‘every 
person having a right of 
property in the dog, and 
every person who keeps or 
harbors the dog or has it in 
his care, and every person 
who permits the dog to 
remain on or about any 
premises occupied by him.’’ 

Any law enforcement of- 
ficer may kill a dog deter- 
mined to be molesting wild- 
life. 

Please accept your respon- 
sibility as a dog owner and 
keep your pet tied.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

At this time of the year the 
white stuff covering the 
landscape becomes a dirty 
word for some people, while 
others will try to make use of 


the snow for recreation until - 


it becomes necessary to 
make trails with a shovel. 

As much as some may dis- 
like the snow it is vital for 
recharging groundwater 
supplies. In the lower penin- 
sula evaporation is said to 
exceed precipitation by 
nearly half. Snow does more 
than provide much needed 
moisture however. A blanket 
of snow protects many 
plants and seeds from 
freezing which gives them a 
jump in the spring. The snow 
also protects small mam- 
mals such as mice and voles, 
who tunnel about beneath 
the white blanket, from 
various predators. 

Interestingly enough the 
temperature beneath the 
snow at graund level 
remains nearly constant, 
which as I understand it is a 
little bit above freezing. It is 
this fact which helps many 
species of plants, insects and 
animals to survive in what is 
a hostile climate. The fact 
the ground is nof frozen or at 
most very little also helps 
the water from the melting 
snow soak into the ground 
where it will be available 
later in the year.

First, the Bible is the in- |

Presently, I am teaching 
Culinary classes in Gaylord 
for the Community Educa- 
tion at the high school. One 
of the questions I found 
curiously confusing for some 
of my students is the subject 
salt. 

Salt is salt is salt. Though 
not as profound as the rose, 
salt — as the rose — does 
come under different labels. 
MSG is mono-sodium gluta- 
mate (which has been known 
to increase blood pressure 
almost instantly after con- 
sumption - especially for 
those with allergies), sodium 
bicarbonate is in baking 
soda, sodium chloride is salt 
- anything labeled sodium, 
Na, soda, or-salt should be 


classified as salt for those © 


who must restrict its use in 
their diet. This, darlin’, in- 
cludes sea salt. 

Sea salt comes from the 
ocean. Sea water is poured 
through a strainer that 
removes impurities and 
foreign objects then is dried 
with nothing added. Table 
salt has 
because land salt does not 
usually contain this mineral, 
and some soils in America do 
not have enough Iodine in it 
to supply our bodies the 
needed amount for our 
health. Unfortunately, dex- 
trose (Sugar) is also added to 
table salt. Sea salt without 
the sugar tastes saltier and 
requires less fo use. 

2000 mg of salt is all a nor- 
mal person needs during a 
day’s time to maintain good 
health. There are exceptions 
to this rule as when one 
sweats (sorry - perspires) a 
great deal. Have I got you 


thinking about the 2000 mg 


(milligrams)? It is equal to 
one teaspoon. Think twice 
before you use that salt 
shaker, darlin’. 

Next week we will discuss 
using herbs instead of salt as 
well the difference between 
soy sauce and tamari.
